My Lorp, — We the pra ong Members of the British Chamber of Commerce of Shanghai 
had the honor to address your ip on the 20th August 1861, respecting abuses in the adminis- 
tration of the Imperial Maritime Customs in China, which seriously injured our commercial inte- 
rests; but we regret that up to the present time we have not been favoured with a reply ; and al- 
though the Honorable F. A. Bruce, H.B.M. Minister at Peking, has applied a partial remedy in 
some few instances to the evils complained of, the chief grievances remain unaltered. 
Whilst again soliciting your favorable consideration of those subjects upon which we have before 
written, we cou | ly draw your Lordship’s attention to further restrictions which the Chinese 
Government seeks to impose upon our ‘Treaty privileges; we allude to the alterations now being made 
in the Regulations of Trade on the Yang-tsze-kiang River, and to the limitation of the right to resort 
to the interior for pu of 'I'rade. . 
When the navigation of the Yang-tsze-kiang river was opened to Foreigners in April 1861, the 
Regulations provided that all duties whether Import or Export should be paid at Shanghai or Chin- 
kiang-foo, and that above the latter port, the whiole of the river up to Hankow should be open to fore- 
ign trade. This system has given general satisfaction during the experience of the past year, but we 
now learn with: regret that the Chinese Government dispute the right of foreigners to trade upon the 
River, excepting at the Consular Ports of (hin-kiang-foo, Kiukiang, and Hankow, and further wish to 
establish Gustom Houses at the two last-named places. The importance of such a surrender ob git ws

It might be supposed that the right to trade would include a right todo acts necessary to con- 
duct such trade, and, without extensive premises, to carry on the business of a merchant is manifestly 
impossible, but even were it not so, the 12th Article of the Treaty expressly states, that British Mer- 
chants may purchase or rent land and buildings “whether at. the Ports or other places,” and thus we 
can only regard the prohibition of the British Minister as directly opposed to this Clause of the Treaty. 
The objection to foreign Merchants holding buildings in the interior, if raised by the Chinese authorities 
can only arise froma wish to drive them away to the’Consntar Ports, so that:the:internal trade may 
con tinue in the hands of the Native dealers, whom jthey can exort money from more successfully 
than from the foreigner, and from a desire to resume the old exclusive policy of China, which Western 
nations have striven so hard to overcome. 

In calling your Lordship’s attention to these two points, which in themselves we regard as of 
the first importance to our future trade with China, we would farther respectfully urge, what past 
experience amply proves, that in dealing with an Asiatic nation like the Chinese, any surrender of a 
right is attributed by them to any canse, rather than forbearance on our part, and on that account, 
if for no other, such a surrender shotild never be made: and we are of opinion, that a firm and decided 
tone in demanding all privileges accorded to the British Nation by the late Treaty of Tientsin will - 
best preservd that peace which ull classes, and more especially merchants are so anxious to maintain.

applying to your Excellency for the concession of the right'to establish a Line of

those in existence in foreign countries, to be worked by a Company now in course 
of formation, to be styled the “Shanghai and Soochow Railway Company.” — 


Tuat the Foreign Consuls resident at this port are well able, and wand 
_ on request, your Petitioners feel assured, be most willing to advise your Ex- 
cellency, from their own personal experience, of the numberless advantages, 
both.commercial and military, which are in other countries invariably attendant 
on the.construction of Railways between cities and towns of even minor 
importance, and that there is every reason for believing that in the present case 
the proposed Line of Railway between Shanghai and Soochow would not only 
tend to revive the former great and important trade of the last-named city, but 
would undoubtedly increase to a very considerable extent the commercial 
prosperity of both places, the other cities en route, and the adjoining country. 

The sooner the works are commenced the earlier will they afford material — 
aid to the military authorities in expelling the Rebels from their — — ; 
in this province. 


Tuar the proposed route of the said Railway is marked out in the annexed 
plan, for the convenient reference of your Excellency, from which it will be seen 
that it is contemplated to place stations at the three intermediate’ cities of 
Kahding, Taitsan, and Quinsan. 


Tuat the great facilities afforded by Railways in general are universally 
admitted, and in no country could there be found a better scope than exists in 
the dominions of His Imperial Majesty for the full development of the immense 
benefits to be derived from their introduction. The rapid conveyance of 
passengers or merchandize from one place to another, and when necessary the 
prompt and economical transport of troops, are but a few of the beneficial 
consequences. 


Twat your Petitioners are of opinion it would be necessary for.them, in 
the event of the construction of the said projected Railway, to have the right 
conceded them of obtaining by purchase a narrow strip of land, of a width of 
not exceeding Three hundred feet English measurement, along the entire route ; 
and that it would likewise be necessary for them to be empowered to acquire 
such land from the proprietors at a sum not exceeding the “ official price,” which 
your Petitioners are informed amounts to Sixteen thousand cash per mow. 


Tuat your Petitioners feel assured. the Government of His Imperial 
Majesty will be easily convinced of the great importance of the, projected. Line. 
of Railway, and, if carried out, will follow the example set by Governments of 
Western Nations. under similar circumstances, by affording some practical: en- 
_ couragement in return for the immense benefits the whole surrounding districts, 


Tat, taking into consideration the vast outlay of capital required for 
the construction of the Line, and the risk incurred by the promoters, it is only 
fair for your Petitioners to expect that your Excellency will see the justice of 
confining the privileges of making the proposed Railway to your Petitioners for 
a certain limited period.
